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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In reply to the 
final Office action dated November 30, 2004 applicant has submitted amendments and 
remarks on February 25, 2005. Claims 1 and 2 were rejected in the last office action 
and claims 1-34 are indicated having allowable subject matter. 

Applicant's remarks as discussed starting on page 23 of last paragraph through 
pages 24 indicates the prior art (Yamada) used to reject claim 1 and 2 fails to teach or 
suggest at least" an image selecting device which selects a subset of images to be 
transmitted from a plurality of images". Applicant further argues that the only 
independent claim 1, that was rejected as anticipated by Yamada is distinguishable over 
the prior art as amended as stated on page 23 through 24. 

Applicant's amendments and remarks have been reviewed and considered. In 
addition, referring to claims 1 , the prior art searched and of record neither anticipates 
nor suggests the claimed subject matter of the invention of the above-indicated 
application as amended.
